- A NECESSARY TAX REFORM. 

There seems to be apprehension in the minds 
of a good many persons that the tax commission 
bills involve a radical change in our tax laws, 
We have heard various reports as to how the 
commission could make arbitrary and unreason- 
able changes in the tax rates, how it would injure 
Chicago markets, how it would drive manufactyr- 
ers out of Mlinols, and so on. 

The facts are quite different. The Civig fed- 
eration, which has made a very careful study of 
the bills, asserts that the commission will in effect 


merely supplant the present cumbrous and m. 


efficient board of equalization, which will be abol- 
ished. The powers of the present board are en- 
larged only slightly, the principal change being 


_[ the authority to order local assessors to make a

out the year. 
Testerday several hundred Chicago dentists laid 
aside their work for a few hours to tell the school 
children the plain truth about bad teeth, and to 


good teeth. The lessons taught by the dentists 
should be stamped afresh each day upon the minds 
of the children. A world of mental and physical 
anguish will be saved thereby. - 

Much of the malnutrition and physical discom- 
fort undergone by childrén is no doubt due to 
defective teeth. Not is the food fll prepared 
for the digestive organs but bad teeth are the 
festering places for hidden pus sacs and ulcers 
which not uncommonly lead to grave internal 
disorders. 

Many parents find themselves in distress over 
the condition of their children's health, a condition 
seeming to exist without an apparent cause. It is 
not to be supposed that all disorders are the result 
of bad teeth, but it can be set down for truth that 
if the teeth are well cared for there will be less 
danger of internal infections. , 
‘Dental day is by far the most important day of 
“cleanup week.” Its effects should be felt in 
every household. Teachers should not fail to 
preach good teeth daily. Parents should follow up 
the propaganda of the schools. 3
